On the late summer butterflies of Artos Mountain (Van 

Province, East Turkey) 

Muhabbet Kemal Ahmet Omer Ko^ak 

Recently the Project of the Cesa, concerning the Lepidoptera fauna of Artos Mountain was 
announced in this publication. 1 Besides, this planned study was also reported in some local 
journals to the Turkish readers. 2 For this purpose, the authors visited by day the northern slopes of 
Artos Mountains at 1850m on 19th, 21st July, 4th and 16th August,20o8. The material obtained 
during these excursions are still under preparation. The detailed results will be published 
separately. The list presented below, comprises the easily determined species, recorded at the 
elevation of 1850m of the heavily degraded tragachantic mountainous steppe. In the list the 
current scientific names and the vernaculars in Turkish of the butterflies are given. Two moth 
species recorded there were active by day.

Totally 2846 patronym names at specific or subspecific level are the selected examples among the valid African taxa of 
the Lepidoptera. They are arranged alphabetically under the related families. Examples on the patronyms of the African 
Lepidoptera are given below. These names were dedicated by various authors to some prominent lepidopterists, studied 
on African Lepidoptera: C. Aurivillius (18), E. Berio (5), AG. Butler (9), F. le Cerf (6), W.H.Evans (5), G.F.Hampson (7), 
C.Herbulot (28), M.Hering (8), W.J. Holland (8), J. de Joannis (5), J. Kielland (17), M.P.Mabille (8), C. Oberthiir (15), 
L.B.Prout (10), P.-C.Rougeot (16), O.Staudinger (9), H. de Toulgoet (4), P.Viette (18). 

Examples of distributional maps are presented here for the first time. For this purpose, distributional codes of the 
following species are used: Danaus chrysippus, Hamanumida daedalus, Hypolimnas misippus, Issoria lathonia, 
Lachnoptera anticlia, L. ayresii, Neptis serena, and Neptis saclava.

Reports on the Temporary Results of the Lepidopteran Lists of the Asian Continent based upon the Info- 
system of the Cesa-I. Russia. Cent. ent. Stud., Priamus Suppl. 14: 1-466. 

In the first part of the faunal report on the Asian Continent, the preliminary list of the Lepidoptera of Russia is 
presented, based upon the information system of the Cesa within the Project of Lepidoptera Asia (IAS), and Lepidoptera 
of Old World (LOW). 

The comprehensive but preliminary results on the Lepidoptera of the whole Russian Federation are reported here for the 
first time as the valid scientific names of the species group taxa recorded in the database of the Cesa so far. Totally 5951 
species (7668 taxa, together with the subspecies) are listed for this purpose. To each taxon, synonym and homonym 
names are added in chronological order. For more than 2000 taxa, the larval foodplants are mentioned. Totally 657 
patronym names at specific or subspecific level are the selected examples among the valid Russian taxa of the 
Lepidoptera. Number of the species group taxa and their lists among the Russian Lepidoptera proposed by the authors 
of various nationalities are given. Totally 1262 species group names established by Russian lepidopterists, are listed. 
Similarly, 682 species group names proposed by British, 2600 species group names proposed by German, and 423 
species group names proposed by French lepidopterists are listed separately. 

A replacement name Alsophila beljaevi nom. nov. is proposed for Alsophila murinaria Beljaev,i996 not Phalaena 
murinaria Borkhausen,i794 (synonym of Alsophila aescularia [Denis & Schiffermuller],i775) in the family 
Geometridae.
